1) Is it right to say that the Bible 
is entirely written with the 
inspiration of Almighty (Yahweh) 
God considering there are 
contradictions in it? 


Y es the Bible is written by the inspiration of God but no there are not 
contradictions in the Bible. There may be paradoxes in the Bible . But a 
Paradox is not a contradiction. A paradox is a statement that is seemingly 
absurd, yet true in fact. At first glance it may seem like a contradiction but 
with further research it could be explained away. 

Matthew speaks of two demon possessed men while the other Gospels 
speaks of one how can that be explained . Well Matthew focus on the fact 
that there where two but Mark and Luke focus on the one who got saved. 

What appears like a contradiction in scripture can easily be explained by 
further study on the Greek , Hebrew , other reference in scripture or 
thinking things through . Other example 

Did Satan moved David to number Israel or was it God. 

“Now Satan stood up against Israel, and moved David to number Israel. 
— 1Chronicles 21:1 (NKJV) 

“Again the anger of the Lord was aroused against Israel, and He moved 
David against them to say, "Go, number Israel and Judah." 2Samuel 24:1 
(NKJV) 


Why it can't be both? Why can't the devil be use by God to move David 
to number Israel? The devil maybe our enemy but he is God's puppet. 

Who moved Satan to go against Job wasn't it God. 

Job 1 (NKJV) And the Lord said to Satan, "From where do you come?" 
So Satan answered the Lord and said, "From going to and fro on the earth, 
and from walking back and forth on it." Then the Lord said to Satan, "Have 
you considered My servant Job, that there is none like him on the earth, a 
blameless and upright man, one who fears God and shuns evil?" 


2) No contradictions. OK, tell me, 
who is the Abrahamic god, 
Yahweh or El? 


S ame God, He is known by both names in Genesis. Sometimes both 
names are combine. As we see in Genesis 2:4 

“This is the history of the heavens and the earth when they were 
created, in the day that the Lord God made the earth and the heavens,”Gen 
2:4 (NKJV) 

Other times we see El or YHWH by itself. 


3) Isn't it about time to abolish the 
Bible? What does the Bible teach 
outside of division and certain, 
unavoidable death? How is the 
Bible good for humanity? How is 
the Bible good for Native 
Americans? 


I t will never be time to abolish the book that brings everlasting salvation 
after one is died so they could go to heaven. For those who turn to it's pages 
and sees the one who died for their sins. There is peace and joy. I remember 
hearing a audio Bible by native American Christians as they read and act 
out the words of the CEV Bible one could tell their devotion to it's pages. 
There have been many Native Americans who have found in these pages 
joy unspeakable. Take for example Pocahontas known as Matoaka (1596 - 
March 1617) There 8 tribes that claim descent from those original 
Powhatan tribes, including two (Pamunkey and Mattaponi) where she was 
from. Now she found in the pages of the Bible joy unspeakable. And was 
baptized and took the Christian name of Rebecca. 

Though she lived a short life due to illness probably lung disease caught 
by English Settlers, she was a prize on Earth and heaven through to her 
devotion to Christ. The Bible is not a book for just whites, blacks, Jews or 


any special race but for all humans. For this life is short and we need to 
focus on the life which is to come and where we are going to spend it. 
Whether in heaven or hell? If you believe in what the Bible says about 
Jesus dieing for your sins and raising from the died you would find the joy 
which Pocahontas found in those pages. 

What does the Bible teach us that is good in the current life we are 
living? It teaches us how true love is supposed to be and acted out in home 
and abroad. 

1Corinthians 13:4-7 (NKJV) Love suffers long and is kind; love does 
not envy; love does not parade itself, is not puffed up; does not behave 
rudely, does not seek its own, is not provoked, thinks no evil; does not 
rejoice in iniquity, but rejoices in the truth; bears all things, believes all 
things, hopes all things, endures all things. 

It teaches to love God and neighbor 

Matthew 22:37-39 (NKJV) Jesus said to him, "You shall love the Lord 
your God with all your heart, with all your soul, and with all your mind.' 
This is the first and great commandment. And the second is like it: 'You 
shall love your neighbor as yourself.’ 

“But I say to you who hear: Love your enemies, do good to those who 
hate you,” Luke 6:27 (NKJV) 

“Nevertheless, let each one of you in particular so love his own wife as 
himself, and let the wife see that she respects her husband. Ephesians 5:33 
(NKJV) 

“that they admonish the young women to love their husbands, to love 
their children, Titus 2:4 (NKJV) 

It teaches us to obey our Authority: 

Romans 13:1-2 (NKJV) Let every soul be subject to the governing 
authorities. For there is no authority except from God, and the authorities 
that exist are appointed by God. Therefore whoever resists the authority 


resists the ordinance of God, and those who resist will bring judgment on 
themselves. 

It teaches us not to steal but to do something better by helping those in 
need. 

“Let him who stole steal no longer, but rather let him labor, working 
with his hands what is good, that he may have something to give him who 
has need.” Ephesians 4:28 (NKJV) 

It teaches us to seek to be at peace with those around us. 

“Tf it is possible, as much as depends on you, live peaceably with all 
men.”Romans 12:18 (NKJV) 

And it teaches us many other good things . For in the words of the Bible 
there is life if we choose to read it and obey it. 


4) Can we believe the Bible? What 
is special about this millenary 
book? 


M any things are special about this book. Let's name a few then speak 
about the number one important thing of this book. 

Fullfilled Prophecy. The Bible speaks about the future and time has 
brought it to pass. This is different from divination , this is God using a 
spokesman of his call a prophet. Let's take a moment to speak about this 
and the law of probability. Let's say if I tell you tommorow is going to rain. 
There is a 50 percent chance it might rain but let's say if I tell you 
tommorow is going to rain at so an so time and it will stop by 3 pm my 
chances now has gone to a 25 percent chance but let's say with that I tell 
you , your car will have a flat tire tommorow , you will still manage to 
make it to work on time, you will get a raise in your salary , and you going 
to have to take your dog to the vet because it will be sick. My chances of all 
these things happening is now less than one percent out of a hundred. Yet 
the Bible when it speaks about the future always get it right. Let's look at 
one. 

In the prophecy below which was written somewhere between 740 and 
700 BC by Isaiah the prophet speaking about a king that was to be born 
more than 150 years before his birth and what he was to do, calling him by 
name. 

“Who says of Cyrus, 'He is My shepherd, And he shall perform all My 
pleasure, Saying to Jerusalem, "You shall be built," And to the temple, 


"Your foundation shall be laid." '— Isaiah 44:28 (NKJV) 

"This prophecy was fullfilled in 538 BC 

Ezra 1:1-4 (NKJV) Now in the first year of Cyrus king of Persia, that 
the word of the Lord by the mouth of Jeremiah might be fulfilled, the Lord 
stirred up the spirit of Cyrus king of Persia, so that he made a proclamation 
throughout all his kingdom, and also put it in writing, saying, Thus says 
Cyrus king of Persia: All the kingdoms of the earth the Lord God of heaven 
has given me. And He has commanded me to build Him a house at 
Jerusalem which is in Judah. Who is among you of all His people? May his 
God be with him, and let him go up to Jerusalem which is in Judah, and 
build the house of the Lord God of Israel (He is God), which is in 
Jerusalem. And whoever is left in any place where he dwells, let the men of 
his place help him with silver and gold, with goods and livestock, besides 
the freewill offerings for the house of God which is in Jerusalem. 

But if you think this is amazing the prophecies about Jesus and how 
they were fullfilled is to much for words to say. 

From were he was going to be born more than 700 years before his 
birth, Micah was alive in the time of Isaiah . 

“But you, Bethlehem Ephrathah, Though you are little among the 
thousands of Judah, Yet out of you shall come forth to Me The One to be 
Ruler in Israel, Whose goings forth are from of old, From everlasting.”” 
Micah 5:2 (NKJV)" 

"It's fulfillment 

Matthew 2:1-6 (NKJV) Now after Jesus was born in Bethlehem of 
Judea in the days of Herod the king, behold, wise men from the East came 
to Jerusalem, saying, "Where is He who has been born King of the Jews? 
For we have seen His star in the East and have come to worship Him." 
When Herod the king heard this, he was troubled, and all Jerusalem with 
him. And when he had gathered all the chief priests and scribes of the 
people together, he inquired of them where the Christ was to be born. So 


they said to him, "In Bethlehem of Judea, for thus it is written by the 
prophet: 'But you, Bethlehem, in the land of Judah, Are not the least among 
the rulers of Judah; For out of you shall come a Ruler Who will shepherd 
My people Israel.’ 

Jesus was born our 4 BC 

And there many more prophecies about Jesus including his virgin birth , 
miracles , death and Resurrection. 

God's Laws. We are told in the Bible what God expect of us how to live 
a life that is well pleasing to him. 

Our Sinfulness. We are shown in the Bible how sinful we are, and how 
we are not able to do God's law. 

God's way of Salvation. The Bible tells us what God did to make a way 
for us to be save from the wrath of God due to our sins and make it to 
heaven 

We shown who God is. The Bible teaches us that God is three in one 
and how to know him. 

History. The Bible tells us the history of Israel and of other nations. 

But most importantly the Bible is all about Jesus how he can save us 
from our sins, how many persons , sacrifices , and events for told in the Old 
Testament symbolizes and was fullfilled in him in the New Testament. 

“Do not think that I came to destroy the Law or the Prophets. I did not 
come to destroy but to fulfill. Matthew 5:17 (NKJV)" 


5) Why did the Bible exclude the 
book of Jasher while it was 
mentioned in the Bible? 


T he Book of Jasher was used as a source to confirm the Biblical events as 
a second wittness but the writtings themselves might of not been agreed 
with by the jews with in every instance. Just because I qoute a source 
doesn't mean I agree everywhere in the source I qoute. 

“So the sun stood still, And the moon stopped, Till the people had 
revenge Upon their enemies. Is this not written in the Book of Jasher? So 
the sun stood still in the midst of heaven, and did not hasten to go down for 
about a whole day.” Joshua 10:13 (NKJV) 

“and he told them to teach the children of Judah the Song of the Bow; 
indeed it is written in the Book of Jasher: 2Samuel 1:18 (NKJV) 


6) What is the probability that the 
Bible, the Quran, and the Torah 
boil down to an ancient novel 
plagiarism that was simply very 
successful in its day? 


V ery few in my mind 0, I wouldn't buy it. 

When it comes to the Bible and the Torah they are one. The Quran is 
not. Quran might mention the names of the Bible which includes the Torah 
because it is in the Bible but it has a total different meaning. 

For example Mary mother of Jesus and Miriam the sister of Moses are 
sperated by a time zone of more than a 1,500 years in the Bible. 

In the Koran they are one and the same person. 

[Quran 66:12] And Mary, the daughter of Imran, who guarded her 
womb, and so We breathed into her of Our Spirit; and she believed in the 
truth of her Lord's Words and His Books, and was one of the devout. 


7) Why is the Bible a book of 
impressions? 


W hen We come to the Bible we are no longer judging it but it's very pages 
are judging us. Convicting us of sin showing us, it's time to take off the 
sandals of pride off from our hearts and fall now on our knees to Jesus at 
the foot of the cross. That is why the critics of the Bible are so ruthless in 
thier criticism. If they can, they would wipe the world of it's very pages. But 
the Bible has endured for almost 2000 years since it's completion. It faced 
Rome head on with all it's Caesars. And was victorious over them all. It 
face Islam in it's rising and still stands . It face the popes in the Inquisition 
commanding the burning of it's pages with it's translators. It faced Thomas 
Jefferson who created his own Gospel by taking every miracle of Christ off 
its pages , Thomas Pain with all his criticism , the Liberal with thier 
theories saying Moses did not write the pentateuch. It face communist 
countries which fell and others which are going to fall. But the Bible still 
stands, it still the most read book in all history and the book that changed 
the most lives. Head hunters, homosexuals, Lisbiens, drunks, drug dealers, 
drug addicts, Satanist, rapist, murders, robbers and more have been 
impacted by it's pages, bowed thier knees and changed thier lives all 
because of this book. 


8) Why does the Bible contain 
phrases which are not fit for 
children to read or hear? 


B ecause it is meant for sinners, it speaks of sin in all it's form , and God 
used sinners to write the 66 books that would speak to them how to find 
salvation in Jesus Christ. But there are Bible translations that revised the 
language a lot. For example William Webster had that problem with the 
Bible so he made one that those phrases was revised . In his preface he 
states (“ 

There are also some quaint and vulgar phrases which are not relished by 
those who love a pure style, and which are not in accordance with the 
general tenor of the language. To these may be added many words and 
phrases, very offensive to delicacy and even to decency. In the opinion of 
all persons with whom I have conversed on this subject, such words and 
phrases ought not to be retained in the version. Language which cannot be 
uttered in company without a violation of decorum, or the rules of good 
breeding, exposes the scriptures to the scoffs of unbelievers, impairs their 
authority, and multiplies or confirms the enemies of our holy religion. 

These considerations, with the approbation of respectable men, the 
friends of religion and good judges of this subject, have induced me to 
undertake the task of revising the language of the common version of the 
scriptures, and of presenting to the public an edition with such amendments, 
as will better express the true sense of the original languages, and remove 
objections to particular parts of the phraseology. 


"In performing this task, I have been careful to avoid unnecessary 
innovations, and to retain the general character of the style. The principal 
alterations are comprised in three classes. 

1. The substitution of words and phrases now in good use, for such as 
are wholly obsolete, or deemed below the dignity and solemnity of the 
subject. 

2. The correction of errors in grammar. 

3. The insertion of euphemisms, words and phrases which are not very 
offensive to delicacy, in the place of such as cannot, propriety, be uttered 
before a promiscuous audience.”) 

Now my advise to you , When reading the Bible to youths look for a 
Bible translation that revises or censored the language that in those phrases 
are not fit for children to read or hear. There are children translations which 
you may find without profanity. 

The word prostitute or whore is mentioned in most Bibles including 
children's Bible . What word is a very clean word to mention that would 
describe that sin. I can't think of one. There are worser words that are 
mentioned in school by their fellow classmates why not read it or hear it 
from a source that at least mentions it is a sin." 


9) If the Biblical stories occurred 
mainly in the Middle East, then 
why do most of the characters 
have European names? 


B ecause you are reading a translation, and every name is translated to the 
English or other languages would be translated differently from it's original 
language. Take for example the name Ya‘aqov in hebrew 

In English is James or Jacob 

In Spanish is Santiago 

Or the Hebrew name Myriam 

In English is Mary 

In Spanish is Maria 

I could easily say the same thing if I was reading a Spanish translation. 
If the biblical stories occurred mainly in the Middle East why do most of 
them have Spanish names? 

And we also see the influence that the Bible had in other countries by 
the names people give their children which are biblical names especially in 
Europe. 


10) Why is it that when reading 
the Bible, you started feeling 
hungry and tired, while other 

books are easy to read? 


....”T he spirit indeed is willing, but the flesh is weak."” Mark 14:38 
(NKJV) 

Feed yourself more with the Bible and you find it more easier. But you 
might need a more understandable Bible. Some Bibles might be harder or 
boring for you because you don't understand especially if he's using the old 
English so I recommend a more modern Bible one that you can understand 
the words. You also can get yourself Bible dictionaries, Bible 
commentaries, , Study Bibles, lexicon's, Bible Atlas, Bible charts ,Bible 
software. There are so many tools that you can use so you don't have to be 
bored reading your Bible. And you might want to fast, and pray more 
because sometimes the flesh does not want to do the will of God. 


11) Why is the Bible so boring 
that I find it almost impossible to 
read for more than a few minutes 
without falling asleep? Is that its 

real purpose, god's cure for 
insomnia? 


S ometimes something can be boring when you don't understand it , try a 
more easier translation of the Bible or 

Try listening to the Bible in audio drama 

Or getting some study bibles , Commentaries, Bible Dictionaries ,Bible 
Atlas, lexicons and try doing research on words , places and people you 
don't understand .it could be really fun when you not trying to read it 
through but you take time to dig real deep into a passage or chapter . 

In doing so you will find deeper meaning of people's names and places 

Or try praying before starting your Bible reading time for God to speak 
to you through his word 

Get a journal and write your thoughts down or see a video on YouTube 
how to get started with a Bible journal. 


12) Who divided the books of the 
Bible into chapters, and when? 


Cardinal Stephen Langton (1150 — July 1228 AD) who in 1205 AD 
divided the Bible into the chapters we have today . 

Some would argue that it was Cardinal Hugo de Sancto Caro (1200 — 19 
March 1263 AD )But he did his division of the Latin Vulgate between 1244 
to 1248 A.D and it's not the division we have today. 


13 ) Why are some passages in the 
Bible contradictory to others? 


L et's say five of us witness an car accident . Each of us will give their view 
on the same situation. One might say I saw a car as it hit the bicycle. A 
other might say there was two cars which crashed and caused the car to hit 
the bicycle while another person might say a man fell from his bicycle and 
another person will say I saw a truck and the truck hit two cars. Each told 
his point of view what they saw none was a lie. The same we see in scripture 
let's see some examples: 

“Again the anger of the Lord was aroused against Israel, and He moved 
David against them to say, "Go, number Israel and Judah." 2Samuel 24:1 
(NKJV) 

“Now Satan stood up against Israel, and moved David to number 
Israel.”— 1Chronicles 21:1 (NKJV) 

Was it God who moved David to number Isreal or the Devil? The 
answer is pretty simple if one just sits down and think things through. God 
used the devil to number Israel . It was both. Just like God did in the case of 
Job where the devil was use to accomplish God's will. 

“And the Lord said to Satan, "Behold, all that he has is in your power; 
only do not lay a hand on his person." So Satan went out from the presence 
of the Lord.” Job 1:12 (NKJV) 

“While he was still speaking, another also came and said, "The fire of 
God fell from heaven and burned up the sheep and the servants, and 
consumed them; and I alone have escaped to tell you!"” Job 1:16 (NKJV) 


The devil may be our enemies but he is still God's puppet doing God's 
will. And what he means to harm us God turns it for our good. 

"A other so call contradiction in the Bible 

“When He had come to the other side, to the country of the Gergesenes, 
there met Him two demon-possessed men, coming out of the tombs, 
exceedingly fierce, so that no one could pass that way.” Matthew 8:28 
(NKJV) 

Mark 5 (NKJV) Then they came to the other side of the sea, to the 
country of the Gadarenes. And when He had come out of the boat, 
immediately there met Him out of the tombs a man with an unclean spirit, 

Luke 8 (NKJV) Then they sailed to the country of the Gadarenes, which 
is opposite Galilee. And when He stepped out on the land, there met Him a 
certain man from the city who had demons for a long time. And he wore no 
clothes, nor did he live in a house but in the tombs. 

Here we have the same problem we spoke about in the beginning a 
account of different eye witnesses speaking about the same event. Was there 
two demon possessed men or one. Or is Matthew letting us know there was 
two but Mark and Luke focus is one , the one who was delivered and got 
saved. 

We are not told in Mark an Luke there was only one demon possessed 
man but there met him a certain man, a man with a in clean spirit . But we 
don't read only one man . Where one can be found there is always room for 
more. 

We see paradox in scripture but not contradictory. If one does the 
research one can find the answers and there might be some things we are on 
this side will never really know, till we get to heaven and there all the 
paradoxes scripture will be resolved." 


14) What are the scientific errors 
in the Bible? 


N o, there is not one coming out of the mouth of God. But there might be 
sayings that people believe to be true in those days. For example: 

“He shakes the earth out of its place, And its pillars tremble;”— Job 9:6 
(NKJV) 

In the time of Job, people believe the Earth to be Holden by pillars now 
Job said that, not God is important to note that . 

“Then Job answered and said:” Job 9:1 (NKJV) 

The Bible tells us not just what God said but humans , Angels , demons 
and the Devil. So before a person should talk of accusing the Bible with 
scientific errors they should read the context to see if it was the words of 
God or men. For example there was occasions when Paul spoke he 
recognized his words was from God other times his opinion on the matter. 

“Now to the married I command, yet not I but the Lord: A wife is not to 
depart from her husband.” 1Corinthians 7:10 (NKJV) 

“But to the rest I, not the Lord, say: If any brother has a wife who does 
not believe, and she is willing to live with him, let him not divorce her.”— 
1Corinthians 7:12 (NKJV) 


15) To what extent is the First 


Chronicles the most boring book in 
the Bible? 


T he problem with many in reading the book of First Chronicles is the 
genealogies. Which we see in the first 9 chapters of the book. Otherwise the 
book is a very interesting book to read. Genealogies shows these were real 
people that can be trance through their family line. But even in the 
genealogies that seems endless one can find interesting little facts or stories 
like the prayer of Jabez in the midst of this long genealogy which is like a 
gold nugget to all who labour in the reading of this book. 

1 Chronicles 4:9-10 

Now Jabez was more honorable than his brothers, and his mother called 
his name Jabez, saying, “Because I bore him in pain.” And Jabez called on 
the God of Israel saying, “Oh, that You would bless me indeed, and enlarge 
my territory, that Your hand would be with me, and that You would keep me 
from evil, that I may not cause pain!” So God granted him what he 
requested. 

Or information about Benjamin's tribe 

1 Chronicles 8:40 

The sons of Ulam were mighty men of valor—archers. They had many 
sons and grandsons, one hundred and fifty in all. These were all sons of 
Benjamin. 

Or this information about the captivity of Israel by Assyria 

1 Chronicles 5:25-26 


And they were unfaithful to the God of their fathers, and played the 
harlot after the gods of the peoples of the land, whom God had destroyed 
before them. So the God of Israel stirred up the spirit of Pul king of Assyria, 
that is, Tiglath-Pileser king of Assyria. He carried the Reubenites, the 
Gadites, and the half-tribe of Manasseh into captivity. He took them to 
Halah, Habor, Hara, and the river of Gozan to this day. 

Little condensed information from Genesis like the Story of Judah and 
Tamar in few words 

1 Chronicles 2:3-4 

The sons of Judah were Er, Onan, and Shelah. These three were born to 
him by the daughter of Shua, the Canaanitess. Er, the firstborn of Judah, 
was wicked in the sight of the Lord; so He killed him. And Tamar, his 
daughter-in-law, bore him Perez and Zerah. All the sons of Judah were five. 

Or a reminder of why Reuben lost his birthright with some other 
interesting facts. 

1 Chronicles 5:1-2 

Now the sons of Reuben the firstborn of Israel—he was indeed the 
firstborn, but because he defiled his father’s bed, his birthright was given to 
the sons of Joseph, the son of Israel, so that the genealogy is not listed 
according to the birthright; yet Judah prevailed over his brothers, and from 
him came a ruler, although the birthright was Joseph’s— 

We also see in this book David preparation for the building of the 
temple which his son Solomon build information which we don't read in 
first and second Samuel or in Kings. 

I see 1 Chronicles like a cereal box with a prize inside , back in the days 
when cereal had a real nice prize inside. 


16) When and where were the 
books of the Old Testament of the 
Bible compiled, and what year was 
the compilation done? 


W e know they was already decided, what books should be by the time of 
the translation of the Septuagint (Geek Old Testament which was done in 
250 BC. If one reads Josephus one notice he goes through the whole Old 
Testament except for Job. So Already before the first century the Jews had a 
sense or feeling what books should be as thier scripture. We see almost all 
the books of the Old Testament was read among the Essenes except for the 
book of Esther as scripture . 

The Jews latter confirm what books they hold sometime in the late half 
of the first century around 90 AD The Council of Jamnia . 


17) What is the external/internal 
evidence that the book of Daniel 
was written by one person rather 

than several? 


Evidence for Daniel writing the Book of Daniel except for Daniel 4 which 
was written by King Nebuchadnezzar. 

“Nebuchadnezzar the king, To all peoples, nations, and languages that 
dwell in all the earth: Peace be multiplied to you.”Daniel 4:1 (NKJV) 

Are the following : 

Jesus believed Daniel wrote his book, if Daniel is not it author then 
Jesus would be a liar.“"Therefore when you see the 'abomination of 
desolation,’ spoken of by Daniel the prophet, standing in the holy place" 
(whoever reads, let him understand),’Matthew 24:15 (NKJV) “"So when 
you see the ‘abomination of desolation,’ spoken of by Daniel the prophet, 
standing where it ought not" (let the reader understand), "then let those who 
are in Judea flee to the mountains.” Mark 13:14 (NKJV) 

Josephus the Jewish Historian (30 - 100AD) also believe Daniel wrote 
Daniel : Antiquities of the Jews.11.8.5 (“ And when the book of Daniel was 
showed him (Alexander the Great), wherein Daniel declared that one of the 
Greeks should destroy the empire of the Persians, he supposed that himself 
was the person intended;”) 

The Septuagint a Greek translation of the Old Testament finished in 250 
BC contain the Book of Daniel. 


The Early Church Fathers believed Daniel to be the Author of the book 
that bears his name. Example Tertullian 155-230 AD Answer to the Jews 
Chapter 11 states (“ wish we have evidently explained - that is the reason 
withal why Daniel said vision and the prophets were sealed because Christ 
is the segnet of all the prophets fulfilling all they had in days by gone being 
announced concerning him”) Augustine ( 354 -430 AD ) On the Trinity 
Book 2 Chapter 18 (“ for Daniel has told us this “ I beheld he says till the 
thrones were set, and the Ancients of Days did sit , whose garment was 
white as snow...”) 

Daniel himself testifies that he wrote the book of Daniel notice the I and 
me in the following verses “Then it happened, when I, Daniel, had seen the 
vision and was seeking the meaning, that suddenly there stood before me 
one having the appearance of a man.” Daniel 8:15 (NKJV) “And I, Daniel, 
fainted and was sick for days; afterward I arose and went about the king's 
business. I was astonished by the vision, but no one understood it.” Daniel 
8:27 (NKJV) “And he informed me, and talked with me, and said, "O 
Daniel, I have now come forth to give you skill to understand.” Daniel 9:22 
(NKJV)“In those days I, Daniel, was mourning three full weeks.”Daniel 
10:2 (NKJV)“And I, Daniel, alone saw the vision, for the men who were 
with me did not see the vision; but a great terror fell upon them, so that they 
fled to hide themselves.”Daniel 10:7 (NKJV) “Then I, Daniel, looked; and 
there stood two others, one on this riverbank and the other on that 
riverbank.” Daniel 12:5 (NKJV) 

The Book of Daniel is attack by many liberals Catholic, Protestants and 
even Jewish as Daniel not being it's author. And even not existing at all. 
Take for example : 

The Book of Revelation What does it really say ? By Rev. John Randall 
S.T.D Page 27 states ( “ However it pretends to be a prophetic book from 
the 5th and 6th century B.C but there is no reference to the book of Daniel 
anywhere in Hebrew literature before 175 BC No reference to it in parallel 


literature, no biblical allusions, no knowledge of a Daniel before this 
period.”) 

I guess this Rev has not read the book of Ezekiel or the Bible . Ezekiel 
ministry was from 593 to 570 BC this means that Ezekiel was alive in the 
time of Daniel. Ezekiel testifies that Daniel was well known in his time. 

“Even if these three men, Noah, Daniel, and Job, were in it, they would 
deliver only themselves by their righteousness," says the Lord God.” 
Ezekiel 14:14 (NKJV) 

“even though Noah, Daniel, and Job were in it, as I live," says the Lord 
God, "they would deliver neither son nor daughter; they would deliver only 
themselves by their righteousness."” Ezekiel 14:20 (NKJV) 

“(Behold, you are wiser than Daniel! There is no secret that can be 
hidden from you!” Ezekiel 28:3 (NKJV) 

Liberals may argue that Daniel mentions Kingdoms which didn't exist 
in his time that is because liberals don't believe in the supernatural. They 
don't believe in Prophecy which is the future spoken in advance by God's 
spokesman a prophet. And the Bible is a prophetic book from Genesis to 
Revelation the Bible speaks about the future. The Bible even mentions 
names of people who was not alive when the prophecies where made. But 
came to be born hundreds of years later. To Answer this if you believe in 
God who knows the future because he ordains all things that come to pass, 
you should not have a problem with the book of Daniel written by Daniel.

T o show us who God is, what he demands of us, our inability to fulfill 
those demands and the way of salvation he provides through Jesus Christ. 
But if you want a short answer with one verse, I will answer to show us 
Jesus. 

Luke 24:27 And beginning at Moses and all the Prophets, He (Jesus) 
expounded to them in all the Scriptures the things concerning Himself. 

In the New Testament he is the first Name mention and the last name 
mention. 

The book of the genealogy of Jesus Christ, the Son of David, the Son of 
Abraham: (Matthew 1:1 NKJV) 

The grace of our Lord Jesus Christ be with you all. Amen. (Revelation 
22:21 NKJV) 

The Bible is all about Jesus. 


19) Do you find the Bible to be 
poorly written, from a modern 
literary perspective, e.g., full of 
poor world-building, thin 
characters, and tedious info 
dumping? 


N o, I find it to be a inspiration to literature. How many phrases we find in 
many writtings of our English books that came from our English Bibles. 

Shakespeare was influenced by Geneva and Bishops' Bible 

It is well known that he quoted from the Bible at least 1350 times in his 
plays. 

One can tell his allusions to the Bible when reading Hamlet. Like the 
story of Cain and Abel in the phrase 

“Primal eldest curse” 


20) How can the gospels be 
reliable if they were written so 
long after Jesus died? 


A ll the Gospels were written before 70 Ad that makes it less than 40 years 
which is not that long from the events that took place. Because Jesus died 
between 29 & 30 AD 

For example, in the Gospel of John chapter 5 mentions something 
interesting to know of a place that should have been destroyed if the Gospel 
of John would had been written after 70 AD when the Romans destroyed 
Jerusalem. 

“Now there is in Jerusalem by the Sheep Gate a pool, which is called in 
Hebrew, Bethesda, having five porches.” John 5:2 (NKJV) 

And Luke was a companion of Paul and we read Paul quoting the 
writing of the Gospel of Luke. Paul died by 64 AD so the Gospel of Luke is 
earlier then 64 AD 

“For the Scripture says, "You shall not muzzle an ox while it treads out 
the grain," and, "The laborer is worthy of his wages."” 1Timothy 5:18 
(NKJV) 

“And remain in the same house, eating and drinking such things as they 
give, for the laborer is worthy of his wages. Do not go from house to 
house.” Luke 10:7 (NKJV) 

Luke gathered his information from those who was there to give us the 
Gospel that bears his name he states the following in his introduction: 


Luke 1 (NKJV) Inasmuch as many have taken in hand to set in order a 
narrative of those things which have been fulfilled among us, just as those 
who from the beginning were eyewitnesses and ministers of the word 
delivered them to us, it seemed good to me also, having had perfect 
understanding of all things from the very first, to write to you an orderly 
account, most excellent Theophilus, 

When it comes to the Gospel of Mark , Mark was a companion of Peter 
in Rome, a son in the faith And we know Peter was one of the 12 apostles 
who was with Jesus. 

“She who is in Babylon, elect together with you, greets you; and so 
does Mark my son.” 1Peter 5:13 (NKJV) 

Matthew 10:1-4 (NKJV) And when He (Jesus) had called His twelve 
disciples to Him, He gave them power over unclean spirits, to cast them 
out, and to heal all kinds of sickness and all kinds of disease. Now the 
names of the twelve apostles are these: first, Simon, who is called Peter, and 
Andrew his brother; James the son of Zebedee, and John his brother; Philip 
and Bartholomew; Thomas and Matthew the tax collector; James the son of 
Alphaeus, and Lebbaeus, whose surname was Thaddaeus; Simon the 
Cananite, and Judas Iscariot, who also betrayed Him. 

And Matthew he was a other Apostle of Jesus with Peter and John so he 
knew what happened, he was there. We're not speaking about people that 
were alive a hundred or two hundred years after the events. The thing is all 
these men were alive when Jesus was alive and so if one of them would 
have spoken anything untrue it could have been stopped by those who 
actually was there. 

But we never read of a writing that was from the time of the Apostles 
saying don't believe these writings because it's not true Jesus did not 
perform any miracles; Jesus is not raised from the dead. 

We have the Gospel writings from eyewitness account. 


1John 1: 1-3 (NKJV) That which was from the beginning, which we 
have heard, which we have seen with our eyes, which we have looked upon, 
and our hands have handled, concerning the Word of life- the life was 
manifested, and we have seen, and bear witness, and declare to you that 
eternal life which was with the Father and was manifested to us- that which 
we have seen and heard we declare to you, that you also may have 
fellowship with us; and truly our fellowship is with the Father and with His 
Son Jesus Christ." 

"2Peter 1:16 -18 (NKJV) For we did not follow cunningly devised 
fables when we made known to you the power and coming of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, but were eyewitnesses of His majesty. For He received from 
God the Father honor and glory when such a voice came to Him from the 
Excellent Glory: "This is My beloved Son, in whom I am well pleased." 
And we heard this voice which came from heaven when we were with Him 
on the holy mountain. 

And all these writings could be attested by the writings of the early 
church fathers like 

Irenaeus, Papias and others. 

Papias who was alive in 70-155 AD not that far from the writings which 
was written. He states in his fragments about Matthew the following: 

(“Matthew put together the oracles [of the Lord] in the Hebrew 
language, and each one interpreted them as best he could. 

And he also gives witness to the writings of Mark (“And the presbyter 
said this. Mark having become the interpreter of Peter, wrote down 
accurately whatsoever he remembered. It was not, however, in exact order 
that he related the sayings or deeds of Christ. For he neither heard the Lord 
nor accompanied Him. But afterwards, as I said, he accompanied Peter, who 
accommodated his instructions to the necessities [of his hearers], but with 
no intention of giving a regular narrative of the Lord’s sayings. Wherefore 
Mark made no mistake in thus writing some things as he remembered them. 


For of one thing he took especial care, not to omit anything he had heard, 
and not to put anything fictitious into the statements." 

Irenaeus 120-202 AD in Against Heresies Book 3 chapter 1 states (“ 
Matthew also issued a written Gospel among the Hebrews in their own 
dialect, while Peter and Paul were preaching at Rome, and laying the 
foundations of the Church. After their departure, Mark, the disciple and 
interpreter of Peter, did also hand down to us in writing what had been 
preached by Peter. Luke also, the companion of Paul, recorded in a book the 
Gospel preached by him. Afterwards, John, the disciple of the Lord, who 
also had leaned upon His breast, did himself publish a Gospel during his 
residence at Ephesus in Asia.”) 

The earliest cannon of scripture is named The Muratorian Canon it dates 
154 AD and it states about Luke and John’s Gospel {“The third book of the 
Gospel is that] according to Luke. Luke, the physician, after the ascension 
of Christ, when Paul had taken him with him as a companion of his 
traveling, [and after he had made an investigation, wrote in his own name- 
but neither did he see the Lord in the flesh-and thus, as he was able to 
investigate, so he also begins to tell the story [starting] from the nativity of 
John. The fourth book] of the Gospels is that of John, [one] of the disciples. 
When his fellow-disciples and bishops urged [him], he said: "Fast together 
with me today for three days and, what shall be revealed to each, let us tell 
[it] to each other." On the same night it was revealed to Andrew, [one] of 
the Apostles, that, with all of them reviewing [it], John should describe all 
things in his own name. 


21) What is the historical evidence 
of Book of Esther that is 
mentioned in the Bible? 


Evidence for the Events of the book of Esther to be Historical 

1) We have a feast day celebrated by Jews till this very day name Purim 

2) Josephus gives Testimony toward the events in the Book of Esther as 
true Antiquities of the Jews Bk 11 Chapter 6 

‘ores for the fear they were in of Mordecai forced them to act with 
discretion. Now when the royal decree was come to all the country that was 
subject to the king, it fell out that the Jews at Shushan slew five hundred of 
their enemies: and when the king had told Esther the number of those that 
were Slain in that city, but did not well know what had been done in the 
provinces, he asked her whether she would have anything further done 
against them,..”) 

3)The Book of Esther is included among the Books in the Greek Old 
Testament named the Septuagint or also known LXX 

4) This Book is found both in Hebrew & Greek manuscripts which 
means it was circulated by the Jews . 

5) There is external evidence, A cuneiform tablet from Borsippa, near 
Babylon mentions Marduka aka Mor'decai holding an High official post at 
Susa 

6) The Book itself tells us to check the Persian records to see if the 
events are so in Esther 10:2. Why would a source that is fiction tell those 
reading it to confirm whether the events are accurate if it is not. 


“Now all the acts of his power and his might, and the account of the 
greatness of Mordecai, to which the king advanced him, are they not written 
in the book of the chronicles of the kings of Media and Persia?”Esther 10:2 
(NKJV) 

7) The Talmud (Megilla 7 daf a) says {" Esther was compose under the 
inspiration of the Holy Spirit "} 

8) Though some might state that the New Testament does not quote 
from the Book of Esther , Matthew 1:11 has a quotation which might be 
ague that it is a quotation from Esther 2:6 

“Josiah begot Jeconiah and his brothers about the time they were carried 
away to Babylon.”— Matthew 1:11 (NKJV) 

“Kish had been carried away from Jerusalem with the captives who had 
been captured with Jeconiah king of Judah, whom Nebuchadnezzar the king 
of Babylon had carried away.” Esther 2:6 (NKJV) 

9) Book of Esther is quoted by the Church Father Clement and others. 1 
Clement chapter 55 {" Esther also, being perfect in faith, exposed herself to 
no less danger, in order to deliver the twelve tribes of Israel from impending 
destruction. For with fasting and humiliation she entreated the everlasting 
God, who sees all things; and He, perceiving the humility of her spirit, 
delivered the people for whose sake she had encountered peril." } 


22) What Evidence is there that 
Moses wrote the Torah 


N ow Jesus believed Moses wrote the first Five Books . 

John 5:46 (NKJV) For if you believed Moses, you would believe Me; 
for he wrote about Me.*’ But if you do not believe his writings, how will 
you believe My words?" 

If one consider Jesus a authority that would be the end of the argument. 
But I know you don't. 

The Scribes, Sadducees and Pharisees believed Moses wrote his books 

Luk 20: 27-28(NKJV)Then some of the Sadducees, who deny that there 
is a resurrection, came to Him and asked Him, saying: "Teacher, Moses 
wrote to us that if a man's brother dies, having a wife, and he dies without 
children, his brother should take his wife and raise up offspring for his 
brother. 

The Torah itself states Moses wrote 

“Therefore Moses wrote this song the same day, and taught it to the 
children of Israel.” Deuteronomy 31:22 (NKJV) 

Josephus the Jewish Historian (30-100AD) believe Moses wrote his 
books. Antiquities.4.8.44 (“ After this, curses were denounced upon those 
that should transgress those laws, they answering one another alternately, 
by way of confirmation of what had been said. Moses also wrote their 
blessings and their curses, that they might learn them so thoroughly, that 
they might never be forgotten by length of time. (308) And when he was 
ready to die, he wrote these blessings and curses upon the altar, on each side 
of it; where he says also the people stood, and then sacrificed and offered 


burnt offerings; though after that day they never offered upon it any other 
sacrifice, for it was not lawful so to do. These are the constitutions of 
Moses; and the Hebrew nation still live according to them.”) 

"As for him saying he was the most meekest Man that could of been 
added by Joshua but nevertheless it could been also written by Moses. All 
five Books of Moses was written by the same author because where one 
ends the other Begins. See the following: 

Genesis and Exodus 

Genesis 50:25-26 (NKJV) Then Joseph took an oath from the children 
of Israel, saying, "God will surely visit you, and you shall carry up my 
bones from here." So Joseph died, being one hundred and ten years old; and 
they embalmed him, and he was put in a coffin in Egypt. 

Exodus 1:1-4 (NKJV) Now these are the names of the children of Israel 
who came to Egypt; each man and his household came with Jacob: Reuben, 
Simeon, Levi, and Judah; Issachar, Zebulun, and Benjamin; Dan, Naphtali, 
Gad, and Asher. 

Exodus and Leviticus 

“For the cloud of the Lord was above the tabernacle by day, and fire 
was over it by night, in the sight of all the house of Israel, throughout all 
their journeys. Exodus 40:38 (NKJV) 

“Now the Lord called to Moses, and spoke to him from the tabernacle 
of meeting, saying,” Leviticus 1:1 (NKJV) 

Leviticus and Numbers 

“These are the commandments which the Lord commanded Moses for 
the children of Israel on Mount Sinai.” Leviticus 27:34 (NKJV) 

“Now the Lord spoke to Moses in the Wilderness of Sinai, in the 
tabernacle of meeting, on the first day of the second month, in the second 
year after they had come out of the land of Egypt, saying:” Numbers 1:1 
(NKJV) 

Numbers and Deuteronomy 


“These are the commandments and the judgments which the Lord 
commanded the children of Israel by the hand of Moses in the plains of 
Moab by the Jordan, across from Jericho.” Numbers 36:13 (NKJV)" 

“These are the words which Moses spoke to all Israel on this side of 
the Jordan in the wilderness, in the plain opposite Suph, between Paran, 
Tophel, Laban, Hazeroth, and Dizahab.” Deuteronomy 1:1 (NKJV) 

Also we see Moses Knew about the Bones of Joseph and what his 
command was to do with them after they left Egypt which shows he was 
very able to write Genesis knowing Israels beginnings. 

“Then Joseph took an oath from the children of Israel, saying, "God will 
surely visit you, and you shall carry up my bones from here." Genesis 50:25 
(NKJV) 

“And Moses took the bones of Joseph with him, for he had placed the 
children of Israel under solemn oath, saying, "God will surely visit you, and 
you shall carry up my bones from here with you."” Exodus 13:19 (NKJV) 

So I think you are wrong. Liberals will always find ways of denying the 
truth. 

Then we got book after book written different times testifying to Moses 
authorship . 

Ezra believe Moses wrote his books 

“They assigned the priests to their divisions and the Levites to their 
divisions, over the service of God in Jerusalem, as it is written in the Book 
of Moses.” Ezra 6:18 (NKJV) 

Nehemiah believe Moses wrote his books 

“On that day they read from the Book of Moses in the hearing of the 
people, and in it was found written that no Ammonite or Moabite should 
ever come into the assembly of God,” Nehemiah 13:1 (NKJV) 

The author of Chronicles believe Moses wrote his books 

“Then they removed the burnt offerings that they might give them to the 
divisions of the fathers' houses of the lay people, to offer to the Lord, as it is 


written in the Book of Moses. And so they did with the cattle.” 2Chronicles 
35:12 (NKJV) 

"The point of the matter is there's a long record that Moses wrote his 
books, these five Books might have just been just one book and then later 
divided into 5 but nevertheless Moses is the author." 


23) Who wrote each book of the 


Bible? Some not for many years 
after the fact. 


F irst Five Books except for his death in Deuteronomy 34 was written by 
Moses known as the Torah or Pentateuch. 

Genesis 

Exodus 

Leviticus 

Numbers 

Deuteronomy 

Joshua probably wrote the last chapter of Deuteronomy and most of the 
Book that bears his name except for his death a little details here a there that 
was added by someone else. 

Ruth ,1Samuel , 2 Samuel, 1Kings , 2 Kings , 1Chronicles, 2 Chronicles 
was written by a unknown author 

Ezra was written by himself 

Nehemiah was written by himself 

Esther was written by a unknown Author 

Job was most likey written by Elihu but some have believed it written 
by Moses 

Psalms are written by different Authors David wrote the Most Psalms , 
Moses , Solomon, Sons of Korah, Asaph, and Ethan 

Proverbs , Ecclesiastes , and Songs of Solomon was written by Solomon 
except for a few chapters in Proverbs which was written by Agur , King 


Lemuel and others 

Isaiah wrote Isaiah 

Jeremiah and Lamentations was written Jeremiah or his scribe Baruch 

Ezekiel wrote Ezekiel 

Daniel wrote Daniel except for the fourth chapter that was written by 
King Nebuchadnezzar 

The 12 minor Prophets was written by the person who the Book is 
named from. Hosea wrote Hosea, Joel wrote Joel, and so on. Let's mention 
the remaining names to finished the Old Testament. 

Amos , Obadiah, Jonah, Micah , Nahum, Habakkuk, Zephaniah, Haggai 
, Zechariah, Malachi each written by the name it is called. 

Matthew wrote Matthew , John Mark wrote Mark , Luke wrote Luke , 
Acts of the Apostles and possibly Hebrews all has excellent Greek all the 
other Epistles are written in Common Greek. John wrote The Gospel that 
bears his name, the 3 Epistles that bear his name and Revelation. 

Paul with help from his companions wrote 13 Epistles Romans , 1 & 2 
Corinthians , Galatians, Ephesians, Philippians, Colossians, 1 & 2 
Thessalonians, 1 & 2 Thessalonians 1 & 2 Timothy , Titus , and Philemon 

James The brother of Jesus wrote James 

Simon Peter with the Help of a scribe wrote 1& 2 Peter 

Jude the brother of Jesus wrote Jude 

Now these are the writtings with it's authors.

To name a few King James Bible Errors 

Groves should be Asherah in many places 1Kings 15:13, 16:33, 18:19, 
2 Kings 13:6, 17: 10, 16 and many more 

Acts 12:4 should be Passover not Easter 

Romans 8:16 , 26, 1 Peter 1:11 should be he in reference to the Holy 
Spirit instead of it. 

Hebrews 4:8 kjv has Jesus when Joshua is in reference 

Kjv has for 2 Peter 2:9 unto the day of judgment to be punished should 
be under punishment until the day of judgement 

King James has for Luke 17 :34 two men in one bed should be 2 in one 
bed or two people in one bed. 

Jeremiah 8: 21 I am black should be translated I am morning 

Daniel 8:14 days should be translated evenings and mornings 


25) What do you think about the 
Book of Daniel that the author of 
Daniel used Persian and Greek 
words that would not have been 
known to residents of Babylon in 
the 6th century BCE and it was 


more likely to have been written in 
2nd century BCE? 


J ust because a book may have words that came after it's time doesn't mean 
it dates those times. We don't have the original copy of Daniel but we have 
faithful copies of it. We don't have any original copies of any ancient 
sources. And words could of been inserted to describe a instrument that was 
similar to that. To give a example of a word in Aramaic like for lyre which 
is sabbeka (Trigon) a triangular musical instrument with four strings similar 
to lyre in Daniel 3:5 has made some people to believe it was outside it's 
time in the 2 century and not the 6 century but we also don't have records 
stating who invented these instruments so they could of very well been 
invented before the 6 Century or a translation trying to find a word similar 
to it in his time could translate as such to give a idea of how the instrument 
looked like. Like for example to someone who hasn't seen snow , How 
would I translate Isaiah 1 when it states snow . I need to use words like a 


white cloud or the white inside a coconut. But there are archaeological 
evidence these instruments were used in that time and in that area of 
Babylon. 

What is Oldest lyre found and where ? 

The oldest stringed instruments in the archaeological record have been 
found in what is now Iraq aka Babylon, like the headed lyre . Where it was 
found in the Royal Cemetery of Ur which dates to around 2500 B.C 

Near half a million cuneiform tablets shows us evidence that ancient 
Sumer, Babylonia, and Assyria, and among their neighbors in Anatolia, 
Iran, and Syria-Palestine were highly influence by musical instruments. 

Archeology shows that these instruments existed in Babylon back in 
Daniel's time . Greeks have been known to travel as far as Palestine in the 
8th century. 

The Babylonians loved instrumental music we could even read about 
their instruments in Isaiah which was written before Daniel. 

Isaiah 14:11 Your pomp is brought down to Sheol, And the sound of 
your stringed instruments;... 

The Bible also speaks of ships traveling far for trades even Solomon use 
to sent out ships to do trades. 

1 Kings 10:11Also, the ships of Hiram, which brought gold from Ophir, 
brought great quantities of almug wood and precious stones from Ophir. 

International trading is not something new it goes way back in history 
for thousands of years 


26) Would the Bible be completed 
without the work of Paul 


N o because the Apostles themselves recognized Paul's writings as 
Scripture. For example Peter states 

2Peter 3:15-16 NET2 And regard the patience of our Lord as salvation, 
just as also our dear brother Paul wrote to you, according to the wisdom 
given to him, speaking of these things in all his letters. Some things in these 
letters are hard to understand, things the ignorant and unstable twist to their 
own destruction, as they also do to the rest of the scriptures. 

And we see Paul's activities for the growth of the church takes more 
than half of the book of Acts. It wouldn't make any sense the book of Acts 
spending so much time speaking about him and there is no writing of the 
scriptures attributed to him. 


27) Who wrote the Bible? Some 
think it's the Roman Catholic 
Church. 


T he Bible itself had over 40 Authors in a span of 1700 years in making. 

The Oldest book is that of Job which can be dated before the time of 
Moses 

Around 1800 BC 

The Books of Genesis , Exodus , Leviticus ,Numbers and Deuteronomy 
where written by Moses except for his death that most likely by Joshua. So 
there date would somewhere between 1600 to 1700 BC but liberal scholars 
disagree because they don't believe in the Bible. They would date it around 
500 BC. 

Joshua was written shortly after Books of Moses there is even a note 
that states People in that time was alive during the time it was written. 

“And Joshua spared Rahab the harlot, her father's household, and all 
that she had. So she dwells in Israel to this day, because she hid the 
messengers whom Joshua sent to spy out Jericho.” Joshua 6:25 (NKJV) 

Some books the Author is not known as Ruth, 1 & 2 Samuel, 1 & 2 
Kings , 1 & 2 Chronicles 

We also have the book of Psalms which chapters was written by a 
number of different Authors at different times but the one who wrote the 
most Psalms was David the king of Israel who ruled 1010-970 BC at 
different times . 


Solomon King David son also wrote two Psalms but he is known for 
writtings Proverbs , Ecclesiastes, Song of Solomon. 

“A Psalm of Solomon. Give the king Your judgments, O God, And Your 
righteousness to the king's Son. Psalms 72:1 (NKJV) 

“A Song of Ascents. Of Solomon. Unless the Lord builds the house, 
They labor in vain who build it; Unless the Lord guards the city, The 
watchman stays awake in vain.” Psalms 127:1 (NKJV) 

We have also the major prophets and minor who was written by the 
prophets themselves they are dated by by the king or kings that ruled 
Durning there prophecies. Example 

“The vision of Isaiah the son of Amoz, which he saw concerning Judah 
and Jerusalem in the days of Uzziah, Jotham, Ahaz, and Hezekiah, kings of 
Judah.” Isaiah 1:1 (NKJV) 

Now when it comes to the New Testament 13 letters was written by 
Paul the Apostle who persecuted Christians but repented after having a 
experience with Jesus. 

We have Four Gospels two was written by disciples of Jesus who knew 
him. Matthew , John . And Mark was written by a disciple of Peter who was 
a disciple of Jesus. And Luke was written by companion of Paul who also 
wrote a sequel called Acts which tells us how the church spread. 

And we have some other Epistles that was written by the Apostles 
themselves and Revelation which was written by John who wrote the 
Gospel and it speaks about the future. 

All the books were finished before the end of the first century 
Revelation being the last one. 

We could say in short God is the Author of the Bible for he inspired 
them to write what they wrote: 

“All Scripture is given by inspiration of God, and is profitable for 
doctrine, for reproof, for correction, for instruction in righteousness,” 
2Timothy 3:16 (NKJV)" 


28) If eyewitnesses didn't write the 
Gospels, who wrote them, and 
when were they written, were they 
written decades after the event, by 
well educated Greek speaking 
Theologians, or were they written 
by illiterate Aramaic speakers? 


T he Gospels were written early after the events by those who were there or 
knew those who was there. 

John was one of the disciples of Jesus in his letter he states he was there 

John 1:14 And the Word became flesh and dwelt among us, and we 
beheld His glory, the glory as of the only begotten of the Father, full of 
grace and truth. 

John 21:24 This is the disciple who testifies of these things, and wrote 
these things; and we know that his testimony is true. 

The Muratorian Canon first known Canon of the New Testament written 
154 AD states {“The fourth book] of the Gospel is that of John, [one] of the 
disciples. When his fellow-disciples and bishops urged [him], he said: "Fast 
together with me today for three days and, what shall be revealed to each, 
let us tell [it] to each other." On the same night it was revealed to Andrew, 


[one] of the Apostles, that, with all of them reviewing [it], John should 
describe all things in his own name.” } 

And also Matthew was a disciple of Jesus who wrote the Gospel of 
Matthew 

Papias 70-155 A.D. in his fragments states on Matthew {“ Matthew put 
together the oracles [of the Lord] in the Hebrew language, and each one 
interpreted them as best he could.” } 

Luke was one who knew the Apostles and those who saw the events in 
the Gospels . 

Inasmuch as many have taken in hand to set in order a narrative of those 
things which have been fulfilled among us, just as those who from the 
beginning were eyewitnesses and ministers of the word delivered them to 
us, it seemed good to me also, having had perfect understanding of all 
things from the very first, to write to you an orderly account, most excellent 
Theophilus, that you may know the certainty of those things in which you 
were instructed. (Luke 1:1-4 NKJV) 

The Muratorian Canon states 

{“ The third book of the Gospel lis that] according to Luke. Luke, the 
physician, after the ascension of Christ, when Paul had taken him with him 
as a companion of his traveling, [and after he had made] an investigation, 
wrote in his own name-but neither did he see the Lord in the flesh-and thus, 
as he was able to investigate, so he also begins to tell the story [starting] 
from the nativity of John.” } 

Mark was a disciple of Peter and was a coworker with Paul 

2Timothy 4:11 Only Luke is with me. Get Mark and bring him with 
you, for he is useful to me for ministry. 

1Peter 5:13 She who is in Babylon, elect together with you, greets you; 
and so does Mark my son. 

EUSEBIUS PAMPHILUS 270-340 AD: CHURCH HISTORY Book 2 
chapter 15 states 


1. And thus when the divine word had made its home among them, the 
power of Simon was quenched and immediately destroyed, together with 
the man himself. And so greatly did the splendor of piety illumine the 
minds of Peter’s hearers that they were not satisfied with hearing once only, 
and were not content with the unwritten teaching of the divine Gospel, but 
with all sorts of entreaties they besought Mark, a follower of Peter, and the 
one whose Gospel is extant, that he would leave them a written monument 
of the doctrine which had been orally communicated to them. Nor did they 
cease until they had prevailed with the man, and had thus become the 
occasion of the written Gospel which bears the name of Mark. 

2. And they say that Peter when he had learned, through a revelation of 
the Spirit, of that which had been done, was pleased with the zeal of the 
men, and that the work obtained the sanction of his authority for the 
purpose of being used in the churches. Clement in the eighth book of his 
Hypotyposes gives this account, and with him agrees the bishop of 
Hierapolis named Papias. And Peter makes mention of Mark in his first 
epistle which they say that he wrote in Rome itself, as is indicated by him, 
when he calls the city, by a figure, Babylon, as he does in the following 
words: “The church that is at Babylon, elected together with you, saluteth 
you; and so doth Marcus my son.”
